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From law student to Provost and Dean of Fac- 
ulties, Oswald Symister Colclough has contributes 
to the eminence of the University. 

A graduate of the United States Naval Acad- 
emy in 1920, he was graduated with distinction 
from the University Law School in 1935. In World 
War II he served as Commanding Officer of the 
Battleship North Carolina. In November, 1945, he 
was confirmed by the Senate as Judge Advocate 
General of the Navy. He retired from active duty 
in 1949 from the post of Commander, Submarine 
Force, Pacific Fleet. 

Vice Admiral Colclough became Professor of 
Law and Dean of the University Law School in 1949, 
and in 1953 he accepted the newly established post 
of Dean of Faculties. In many sensitive and demand- 
ing roles, he contributed to the public service of 
the Nation. When President Marvin retired in 1959, 
he became Acting President of the University. 

After President Carroll came to the University 
in 1961, Admiral Colclough returned to his duties 
as Dean of Faculties, and the Board of Trustees 
created the post of Provost which he was asked to 
occupy. He has held these positions until his re- 
tirement this year. 

For his distinguished service to his country and

May Day recognizes those students and organiza- 
tions which have achieved some merit in the field of 
University activities. The May Queen Court, chosen 
from the women elected to Who's Who In American 
Colleges and Universities, is introduced. Various awards, 
such as Colonial Booster and Intramural Forensic tro- 
phies, are presented. Omicron Delta Kappa, Mortar 
Board, Order of Scarlet, and Pi Delta Epsilon tap new 
members. Recognition at May Day is an honor well- 
cherished by any student with an interest in the Uni- 
versity.

Since its first competition in 
intercollegiate debate, the team has grown under coach 
George Henigan into one of the country's most respected 
debating societies. In fourteen attempts, the Society has par- 
ticipated in the West Point National Debate Tournament 
ten times, making this one of the few schools so consistently 
achieving this distinction. There is also participation in non- 
competitive activities including a high school debate tourna- 
ment, a demonstration debate and a television appearance.

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The George Washington University football team under head 
coach Jim Camp found themselves depth poor again in 1963 and 
finished with just two wins in nine games. A fine starting eleven led 
by senior All-American candidate Dick Drummond at halfback and 
nationally acclaimed quarterback Merv Holland were not enough to 
offset the noticeable lack of depth on the Colonial bench. Nonethe- 
less, exciting football predominated throughout the season. Talented 
Holland, top passer in the Southern Conference and one of the best 
in the nation, set new Southern Conference records for passes at- 
tempted, passes completed and total passing offense. Dick Drum- 
mond, two-time all-Southern Conference halfback, smashed Tuffy 
Leeman's career scoring record established here in the I930's and 
went on to lead the Southern Conference in total points with 46. It 
was an exciting year of football at GW despite a very disappointing 
won-lost record.

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The GW Colonials under veteran coach Bill Reinhart started the 
season slowly in 1963-64 dropping five out of their first six games. Colonial 
victories over the Citadel and Richmond broke the ice and GW went 
on to finish with eleven wins and fifteen loses. 

In local “Big Three" competition area fans watched GW scuttle 
high flying Georgetown 77 to 69 in their first meeting. Then after losing - 
to Maryland, GW lost a heartbreaker to the Hoyas in the rematch, 83-81. 

In the last regular season game GW stunned Navy, 87-76. Big Joe 
Adamitis, senior Colonial center and backbone of the Colonial attack 
most of the season, played a superb game, hitting for 32 points and 
pulling in 27 rebounds. 

At the post season Southern Conference Tournament it was again 
Adamitis, along with junior teammate Mark Clark, who led the GW 
attack. Sixth seeded in the tournament, GW downed Virginia Tech in 
the opener, 64-62. Then everything broke wide open. Conference leader 
and nationally ranked Davidson lost to VMI. Mark Clark led the Colonials 
to a startling victory over a strong West Virginia five, and GW dis- 
covered themselves matched against VMI for the Southern Conference 
Tournament Championship. It was the first Colonial victory over the 
Mountaineers in their last ten meetings and GW made it look easy. Clark 
hit for 31 points, a career high, and Adamitis had 21 points and 17 
rebounds. The total effort fell short however, and GW lost the big one, 
61-56, against VMI the following night. 

Backing up big guns Adamitis 
and Clark on the first team 
throughout the season were play- 
maker and defensive ace Ric Du- 
ques, Phil Aruscavage and Kenny 
Legins.
